Z. In Shanghai Zagkheim was connected successively with the following organizations: 
China Daily Herald, Soviet daily financed by vey the Union Steamship Agency, 
owned by il. 1, Soulevich, Soviet citizen; the New World Daily, fineaced through 
TASS; ana the magazine Rodiaa, organ of the Nispatpiation Union.” In 1940 
he was aided by TASS in publishing an illustrated magazine, the Epokha, 
in Russian, Chinese, and English. The Epoxha was reorganized in 1942 and 
bacame the Epoch Publishing. Company, with dagikheim as manager ana joint pro- 
prietor, The other proprietors wera I, I. Grinets, N. 1. Shvetsov, and 
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V. N. Rogov, diractor of TASS, 


$. Although official’y the Epoch r.blishing Ccmpany is owned by Zagkheim, it is 
controlled by TASS and is closel} soniected with VOKS, for which it publishes 
various booklets anu translations from the Russian into the Chinese language. 
Chineae bookstores in shanznai whicn are patronized by students are supplied 
with large quantities of difterant propaganda literature publisheu by Jagkheim. 
Botn the office of the spoon rublishiag Company at 60 Love Lane and the 
tpoxha Beokstore at 105 Lova Lane are .nown as rendezvous for Chinese 
intellectuals ana students with pro-~Comnunist leanings. 


4, brs. Nadezbda dagkheim, Soviet citizen of Jawish origin, is the secretary of 
the Epoch Publishing Company. She was born in 1905 in the village of Soshki 
and holds Soviet "Sojourn Certificate” number 75885, issued on 15 October 1935, 
During the Japanasse occupation of Shanghai, she maintained connections with the 
Canscrship Office and, being an attractive woman with a pleasant personality, 
she xept gcod realutions with al] useful persons. She ia known as a clever 
worker and a trusted Scvlet employee. She and her husband, publisher of the 
Epoch Fublishing Company, live at 314/103 Route Vallon, telephone: 76202. 


5, Ivan Ivanovich Druri (Drouri, Ururri), Soviet citizen, is employed as 
accountant and controller at the Bpoch Fublishing Company. Hs was born on 
7 October 1654 in Leningrad, of French ancestry and is a railway engineer 
by profession. He holds Soviet “Sojoura Certificate” number 075838, issued 
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on 4 July 1935 in Shanghai. He held an juportant post in the head office of 
the Chinese Eastern Railway in Harbin, prior to his arrival in Shanghai from 
Harbin in May 1931 (previously reported as 1936}. For a poriod in Shanghai. 
Druri was the chairman of the Soviet Citizens’ Club at 806 Avenue Foch. In 
1987 Druri was slightly wounded when a bomb was thrown into his apartment at 
343 Avenue du Roi albert, King Albert Apartments, by an unknown person believed 
to be a White Russian terrorist.
